WILL BE LOCKED 


From Thursday's really Bagle 
Bryan banks have agreed to con­ 
form to the new time inaugurated un­ 
der the daylight saving law. 
They 
will open tomorrow 
morning 
at 
9 
o'clock and dosd at 3, just as they 
have alw ays done, but on Saturdays 
they w ill keep open one hour later. 
This, in effect, is to open an hour 
earlier than they did last month un­ 
der the old time, and close an hour 
earlier. 
It is a question 
that 
bas 
been threshed out 
in the last two 
meetings of the business club inci­ 
dentally to other matters, the bankers 
c ontending that 
the 
earlier closing 
could not be inaugurated without of­ 
fending a number of customers who 
have the back door habit in -making 
their deposits and transacting their 
business. W h ile the banks have closed 
their front doors they have let the 
back doors remain open, and some de­ 
positors have been in as late as 6:30 
or almost 7 o'clock to place their 
money. 
In the business club the dis­ 
cussion 
of non-bankers was to the 
effect that if the banks closed their 
back 
and 
front 
doors, 
and 
really 
closed them, adm itting no customer, 
not even President W ilson, some peo­ 
ple would feel aggrieved for a time, 
but would get over it, while the ma­ 
jority 
of 
the 
business men would 
gladly comply with the rule in order 
to be helpful, they having the back 
door habit only because 
the 
banks 
permit it. 
In 
the 
notice 
published 
elsewhere in The Eagle, 
the 
three 
banks say: 


“ In order to give the men who work 
in the hanks the opi>ortunity to get 
out and get the benefit of the one 
hour of daylight, it w ill be necessary 
for the banks to lock the doors to the 
public as per the schedule above. 
It 
takes from two to three hours to close 
up the day's work after the doors are 
dosed." 
This is taken to mean that ail the 
doors w ill be locked at the closing 
time and w ill be opened to nobody.
